County Commission approves temporary courthouse annex

Presiding over Monday’s meeting 
of the Coffee Couity Commission, 
in the absence of Chairman Tom 
Grimsley, was Vice Chairman Doug 


‘Dalrymple. 


The major items of business in 
the bi-monthly meeting were: offi- 
cial designation of temporary facili- 
ties to house county offices during 
construction of the new Enterprise 
Courthouse and opening bids. 

It took several minutes of discus- 
sion and motion making to get it 
done, but commissioners finally 
agreed on designating the old Enter- 
prise Post Office building as a court- 
house annex, 

This action had to be taken in or- 
der to make it legal for the county 
offices presently housed in the En- 
terprise Courthouse Annex to be re- 
located. 

Also, the commission had to des- 
ignate a location to hold court during 
the construction phase of the new

courthouse, After several minutes of 
discussion, and an amendment to 
the original motion, commissioners 
designated the Enterprise Council 
Chamber located in city hall on 
South Main Street and/or the Enter- 
prise Civic Center located on Craw- 
ford Street as the locations where 
court will be held. 

The amendment to the motion to 
designate these two locations as 
court locations dealt with signifying 
that this applied to court cases hav- 
ing to do with the Enterprise Divi- 
sion. 

The motion, along with the 
amendment, was approved in a 5-1 
vote with Commissioner Kayo Lew- 
is casting the lone dissenting vote. 

The date specified by the com- 
mission as being the effective date 
for these two actions is Monday, 
June 23, 1997, 

Should the above deadline date 
not be met, the commission will set 
another date at it’s next regular bi- 
monthly meeting which will be on 
June 23, 


The other major item of business 
was the opening of bids on equip- 
ment for the county highway depart- 
ment. 

First, bids were opened on two 
eight-yard capacity dump _ trucks. 
Dowling Truck & Tractor Company 
of Enterprise submitted a bid of 
$39,300.00 per unit F.O.B, New 
Brockton. A lease option was quoted 
at $757.32 per month per unit for 60 
months based on an annual interest 
rate of 5.869 percent. 

Henderson Peterbilt of Montgom- 
ery bid $45,757.00 per unit F.O.B. 
New Brockton with no lease option. 

Bondy’s Ford Incorporated of 
Dothan, AL submitted a bid of 
$41,532.92 per unit F.O.B. New 
Brockton with a 60-month lease op- 
tion of $1,629.67 per month based 
on an annual interest rate of 6.85 
percent. 

All bids on the dump trucks were 
tabled until they could be reviewed 
by the county engineer, Randy Tin- 
dell.

Donofro & Associates, also of 
Dothan, is the architectural firm 
which designed the facility. It is a 
two story building with a ially 
enclosed basement. The balance of 
the basement can be enclosed and 
utilized later if needed,

The City 
of Enterprise has pledged $250,000 
toward the additional land purchase. 
They paid half that amount in 1997 
and will pay the balance in 1998, 

Al present, county maintenance 
crews are working to convert the 
former U. S. Post Office building, 
located just behind the existing En- 
terprise courthouse. The building 
will house county offices during the 
construction time for the new facili- 
ty. The new facility is be construct- 
ed on the site of the existing build- 
ing. 

Skinner Grain and Fertilizer 
Company of Hartford was low bid- 
der on demolition of the old court 
house and a small frame building 
beside the courthouse. This work 
will be done within 10 days of the 
building being vacated and will cost 
$32,000. 

Other bids on the demolition 
ranged up to $85,000, 

The Coffee County Building Au- 
thority, appointed by the Coffee 
County Commission to borrow the 
money and construct this facility, 
has purchased three pieces of proper- 
ty adjoining the present courthouse, 
Two front on North Edwards St., as 
does the courthouse, The third pur- 
chase faces on E, Grubbs, but ad- 
joins the present courthouse property 
and will be used for an additional 
parking lot. 

The building is being constructed 
to comply with all existing disability 
access lawe and includes two wheel- 
chair access ramps at the front plus a 
rear elevator which can be accessed 
by handicapped courthouse employ- 


ees,

TWO OTHER ACCIDENTS SEND TWO TO AREA HOSPITALS 


Two die in unrelated auto crashes

Two separate one-vchicle crashes 
Friday night and early Saturday 
morning claimed the life of a woman 
and man, 

A one-vehicle crash on Coffee 
County Road 479, approximately 1 
mile south of Kinston, took the life 
of Brenda Tate Adams, 34, Route 1, 
Opp, AL. 

Adams was pronounced dead at 
the scene by Coffee County Coroner 
Marvin Mcllwain. An autopsy was 
ordered to determine the cause of 


death. The results of that autopsy are 


not known at this time. 

According to reports, the car 
crash occurred at approximately 8:00 
p.m. It appeared that the 1994 Olds- 
mobile being driven by Mrs. Adams 
left the roadway, went into a skid, 
and struck a tree just off the right-of- 
way. She was the lone occupant of 
the car. 

A second one-vehicle crash killed 
Robert Joseph Hudson, 26, of Enter- 
prise, AL. This wreck occurred at 
approximately 1:20 a.m., Saturday 
morning, 5.4 miles south of Elba on 
AL Highway 87. 

A passing motorist spotted the ve- 
hicle along side the roadway with 
smoke coming from it. Upon return- 
ing to the vehicle to investigate fur- 
ther, Hudson's body was discovered 
across the road from the 1988 Toyo- 
ta, He had been ejected from the ve- 
hicle. A short time later the vehicle 
blazed up. 

The Elba Police Department was 
notified of the accident at 1:43 a.m, 
Fire and rescue units from New 
Brockton responded to the scene, 

Hudson was pronounced dead at 
the scene of the crash. An autopsy 
was ordered to determine the cause 
of death. 

It appeared that the car left the 
roadway, hitting a driveway culvert, 
and causing the car to go airborne, It 
is believed that Hudson, the lone oc- 
cupant of the car, was thrown from 
the vehicle at this time, 

Both of these wrecks are being in- 
vestigated by the Alabama State 
Troopers, Assisting in the investiga- 
tion are the 12th Judicial Circuit Dis- 
trict Attorney's Office and the Ala- 
bama Department of Forensic 
Science, 

Parlier in the day Friday, there 
were (wo other accidents which sent 
two persons to area hospitals.

MATRIX LAW NETS TEACHER PAY RAISES

Elba City Schoo! board members 
were told last Thursday evening that 
ihe recently passed salary matrix 
law would cost the local system at 
least $56,938 next year and an addi 
tional equal amount the following 
year, for a total of $113,876 extra 
per year 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
said he would like to be able to pay 
the full 100% the first year, but 
would probably recommend to the 
school board that Elba pay half the 
first year and the balance the second 
year, Any teacher in the Elba system 
with 22 or more years service is be- 
ing paid at 95% of the state matrix 
figure, They will all be at 100% 
within two years under this new 
state law, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
added that the law requires the 
school system to pay any teacher 
who declares an intention of retiring 
within the next three years, 100% of 
the matrix beginning the first year, 

There are 29 teachers and admin 
istrators in the Elba system who 
would qualify for this. There were 
17 of these who have indicated they 
do, in fact, plan to retire and will re- 
quest the full 100% matrix begin- 
ning the first year, 

Teacher retirement is based on 
the pay received during the final 
years and this new matrix law could 
mean as much as $100 per month re- 
lirement income for some of the 
Elba teachers. 

Pearce explained that if a teacher 
declared retirement plans, drew the

He said state officials had ad 
vised local school boards to use the 
past year’s budget and the state bud 
get vetoed by the governor as guides 
in drafting a budget for next year 
Any surprise changes by the legisla 
ture in August of September would 
force amendments in the local bud 
get, because state law requires a bal 
anced budget for all school systems, 

Pearce reported a strong financial 
statement considering the fact it is 
nearing the end of the school’s fiscal 
year. This is “due to revenues being 
higher than projected and expenses 
being lower than expected.” 

The county sales tax is higher 
than usual, Pearce said, 

An increase in the cost of substi 
tute teachers was recorded last 
month, The superintendent said it 
was the highest ever and mostly due 
to sickness. 

The summer feeding program has 
gotten off to a fast start, board mem- 
bers were told, The school system 
administers this federally funded 
program for the City of Elba, Last 
Thursday there were 486 young peo 
ple who participated in the lunch 
program. 

The baseball field is getting near- 
er and nearer to completion. The 
concession stand/press box is dried 
in and the bricking should be com 
pleted soon, 

The access street from Taylor 
Mill Road should be paved within 
the next few days, if not done by 
press time and the bus shop is near- 
ing completion, 

The only project stalled is an out- 
door science project. Pearce gave no 
new timetable for this project. 

The board accepted the retirement 
of Mrs. Betty Coon as manager of 
the high school lunchroom. Her re- 
tirement was effective May 30th. 

In related action, the board pro- 
moted Mrs, Ada Knight to manager 
of the high school lunchroom. She 
had been serving as assistant manag- 
er of the lunchroom. 

Pearce said there were no imme- 
diate plans to hire any additional per- 
sonnel for the lunchroom, 

The board accepted Pearce’s rec- 
ommendation that all administrative 
staff be rehired for the coming year.

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Art Williams visits Mr. Rogers’ neighborhood 


(Editor’s Note: The following arti- 
cle was published in The Troy 
Progress and is special to The 
Elba Clipper. Janine Treadwell, 
editor of The Troy Progress, wrote 
the article.) 

It was a beautiful day in the 
neighborhood when Art Williams 
sat down at a piano in Studio A to 
play for a man who had been a major 
force in his life. 

As he played the title song from 
public television’s longest running 
program, Mr. Rogers’ Neighbor- 
hood, the man himself, Fred Rogers, 
began to sing softly, “It’s a beautiful 
day in the neighborhood.” 

For Williams, thal experience was 
one of the most special moments in 
his life. For years, he had admired 
the man who invited him each day 
into his neighborhood. For young 
Art Williams, Mr. Rogers’ neighbor- 
hood was a fascinating and wonder- 
ful place. Mr. Rogers had an impact 
on his life that would give it direc- 
tion and purpose. 

Williams’ fascination with chil- 
dren’s television began early. 

As a child, he sat spellbound at 
the wonders of WSFA-TV’s Young 
World with Marge Payne. The pup- 
pets on the show sparked Williams’ 
interest and soon he was writing 
“back and forth” with the show’s 
host. He started to create his own 
puppets and set up a set similar to 


the one on Young World in his own 
home. 

When he was 8 years old, Wil- 
liams and his puppets were invited to 
perform on the show. He became 
somewhat of a regular guest on the 
show and received invitations to per- 
form all across the television vic! 
ing area. 

When Young World went off the 
air, Williams moved to Mr, Rogers’ 
neighborhood. 

However, he was not content to 
just watch the program. He wanted 
to be a neighbor in a more personal 


way so he began corresponding with J 


Mr. Rogers. 

Every time the program aired, 
Williams was there, all eyes and 
ears, 

What his eyes couldn’t see, his 
ears heard...the unique playing style 
of the man on Mr. Rogers’ piano. 

“My first musical experience was 
with Johnny Costa,” Williams said. 
“T wanted to play just like him,” 

Costa was a noted jazz pianist 
and longtme musical director for the 
program. His style of playing, spon- 
taneous composition, usually indi- 
cates that no printed music is availa- 
ble for what is being played, so no 
music was available for the way 
Costa played. 

Mr. Rogers’ Songbook contained 
simplified music from the program 
but Williams wanted to play like 


Johnny Costa. Fortunately, there was 
so much demand for Costa’s music 
from adults, that Rogers produced an 
album titled Johnny Costa Plays Mr. 
Roger's Neighborhood Jazz. 

Williams listened to the album 
over and over.“I realized the only 
way I was going to learn to play 
Costa’s music was to write it down,” 
Williams said. “So I dubbed the al- 
bum on a cassette so I could have 
control over it and figure it out.” 

When Williams set down to the 
difficult task of transcribing Costa’s 
music, he was only a high school 
junior, 

“I've always believed if you want 
to do something badly enough you 
can do it,” Williams said. “And I 
wanted to do it so much,” 

After he had transcribed two 
songs, Williams got Costa’s address 
from the telephone book and wrote 
him, 

“TI gave him some of my personal 
backgound and assured him the only 
reason for my wanting to transcribe 
his music was as a motivation to 
learning,” Williams said. “I sent him 


-the transcribed manuscripts and ask 


him to critique them.” 

Costa’s reply was prompt. 

“He encouraged me to study mu- 
sic; he said I had a good ear and the 
conception was right on the mark, 
He did make a few marks on the mu- 
sic but he said they were only for 
clarity, nothing else.” 

Williams continued to watch Mr. 
Rogers and listen to Costa’s music. 
At times, Costa would come on cam- 
era with Mr. Rogers. 

Years later, when only a few new 
programs were being taped each 
year, Costa appeared on camera and 
Williams noticed the man whom he 
admired was in failing health. 

In August 1996, Williams re- 


@ ceived a brochure promoting a new

A combined search in Southwest 
Coffee County by the Coffee County

On Monday, June 16, sheriff's 
deputies returned to the location to

Elba Water & Electric Board 
removes cap on late charges

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board voted last week to remove the 
cap on late penalties, the penalty has 
been at a maximum of $35,00, but 
that is no longer in effect, Those 
paying utility bills will pay the same 
percentage, once they exceed the 
minimum regardless of the total, 

Chairman Tim Johnson explained 
that many utility users appeared Lo 
be using the utility as their “last 
source payment,” alter getting mon- 
ey to pay everything else, This is 
costing the on time payers a addi- 
tional money, 

The utility has $5,657.83 in un- 
collected accounts + a large amount 
of this is from one commercial ac- 
count, Johnson told board members. 


Bad debts collected for the year 
total $4,986.34, 

Monthly bills totaled $35,143.73, 

Superintendent James Grimes re- 
po back on the request that the 
utility use concrete light poles. He 
said they have found the cost is high- 
er than first thought and the de- 
partment’s present equipment will 
not handle them, At this time he is 
not recommending the change to 
concrete poles, even in low, wet ar- 
eas, 

The electric department com- 
pleted work on 82 work orders dur- 
ing the month, 

The water department completed 
work on 57 work orders during the
